Politicians and Parties are beginning to 


shape themselves with reference to the next 
Presidency. 
At Conventions, Receptions, 


Dinners, and all suitable and some unsuita- 
ble places, persons are found ready to ex- 
press themselves in favor of Scott, Cass, 
Houston, or the Convention nominee, for 
the next President We say nothing of the 
expediency or inexpediency of, so early a 
movement. We merely state the fact. 


What are the issues to be presented to the 


people at the next Presidential campaign ?— 
The National Bank and Independent Treas- 
ury are obsolete questions, which no party 
wishes to revive. 
On the Tariff question 


there is very little difference. On the great 
absorbing question of slavery both parties 
are agreed, the National Democrats and the 
Administration men uniting to sustain the 
Compromise measures, and making the sup- 
port of these measures the test of fealty to 
party. The chief bone of contention is the 
Fugitive Slave Law. The Hunker Whigs 
and Democrats have sworn that this law shall 
stand. The people have not yet made them- 
selves a party to this contract, but on the 
contrary, have given unmistakeable evidence 
of their determination to effect its repeal.— 
The elections in Wisconsin, Ohio, Michigan, 
New York, Massachusetts, New Hampshire 
and Connecticut show the popular heart on 
this question. In this State, every member 
of Congress pledged himself unequivocally, 
before his election last fall, to vote for the re- 
peal of the Fugitive Slave Law. Wisconsin 
stands on the record pledged against all the 
Compromise measures which make the U. S. 
Government a party to the extension and 
support of slavery. 


But it is not to be disguised, that an at- 


tempt is now being made, by office-seeking 
politicians, to change the position of the Wis- 
consin Democracy, and to make it the hum- 
ble servant and ally of the Slave Power.— 
And the nearer the approach of the next 
Presidential election, the more strenuous the 
exertions of these politicians. 
They hope 


for the success of another slavery President, 
and wish to place themselves in a position to 
be benefitted, personally, by his election.— 
The lines are being drawn, slowly but sure- 
ly, and the Grand Issue of the Presidential 
campaign is to be, the maintenance, or the 
repeal of the Slave-catching law. The 
South is determined that the North shall no 
longer blink or dodge the question, and she 
requires that every man shall enlist for the 
National Slave Hunt, or be put under the 
ban of her displeasure. 
To be passive is not 


enough. We must engage actively in her 
cause, or fall under her curse. Presidential 
candidates, too, must be orthodox accord- 
ing to the new slave-catching creed. Hence, 
we see nothing to prevent three, and perhaps 
four Presidential candidates from being in 
the field, in 1852. Movements not now fore- 
seen, may reduce the number to two, but for

RISE AND FALL OP WATER IN THE 


LAKES.—A writer, C. W., in the Cleveland 
True Democrat, who has been at considera- 
ble pains to make an abstract of the rise and 
fall of the Lakes since 1793, controverts the 
theory of a periodic rise and fall of the water 
in these Lakes. He says: 


The tables show no such regular rise and 


fall; and the only theory or mystery there is 
connected with the subject, is that of the 
fluctuations 
of the seasons, operating upon 


these great ponds as upon all reservoirs of 
water. When rains and cloudy and cool 
weather prevail over the lake country, in due 
time the lakes and rivers rise, and when the 
reverse happens they sink away. 


The results of the rain guage arid the ob- 


servervations of lake levels go exactly togeth- 
er. There is also an annual rise and fall 
owing to the seasons. But the subject is a 
long one, and at present I can do no more 
than promise to furnish you at some future 
time some figures, showing the various stages 
of the Lakes since 1819, by recorded obser- 
vation, from which every one may draw their 
own conclusions.

are the particulars of the formation of a Pa- 
pal League in London, and apprehensions that 
design would be formed, during the Great 
Exhibition, andtwhile vast numbers of foreign- 
ers were in London, to create a revolution 
and subvert the Government. 


The matter was brought before Parliament, 


and in reply to enquiries proposed to the 
members of the Cabinet, assurances were giv- 
en that the Government was prepared for 
any emergency. 


An Anti-Papal League was also formed, 


and its basis of operations announced on the 
2d inst. The London Advertiser says: 


The formation will be inaugurated in the 


largest gathering place that can be found in 
London. When its constitution and plans are 
brought before the public, it will strike into 
the heart of popery. It will assume the ag- 
gressive, and it will bring its means to bear on 
the city of Rome. One of its principal objects 
will be to induce the British Government to 
demand from the Pope the allowance to Eng- 
lish Protestants in Rome privileges which are 
so abundantly granted to Catholics in thi* 
country. 


In regard to the Ministry, the Gazette says 


that the present Cabinet must be completely 
changed, or essentially modified so as to come 
before the public as a Reform administration. 
In a lew months, or perhaps, even weeks, a 
Cabinet ro«t be formed which will regain 
more than the present or the past did for the 
ajrriculturktB, colonists and shipowners of G. 
Britain.
